Con- 
stantinople that he lias repeated his 
representations to the Turkish foreign 
office in regard to the murder of Vice 
Corsul Magelssen" and has been assur- 
ed by the Turkish minister for foreign 
affairs that the case will receive im- 
mediate attention. Mr. Leishman adds 
in his dispatch, which consists of sev- 
eral hundred words, that the troubles 
in Macedonia are becoming more-ser- 
ious and more extended every day. 


Machias' Orders. 


Washington, Aug. 28—(Bulletin)— 


Orders have been sent to the Machias, 
now at Genoa, to proceed at once to 
Port Said, coal there and await or- 
ders. This means that the Brooklyn 
and San Francisco will proceed "to Bei- 
rut without waiting for the slower 
steaming Machias. The Brooklyn 'and 
San Francisco should arrive Thursday 
evening. 


Demands Christian Governor. 


Birmingham, Aug 28—The Post says 


that .an official telegram has been re- 
ceived in London from Sofia stating 
that Prince Ferdinand lias sent an au- 
tograph letter to the C!zar and Emper- 
or Franz Joseph. explaining at some 
length the reasons of the failure of the 
Austro-Russian reform in the Balkans 
and urging the two rulers to separate 
Macedonia from Turkey. 
Ferdinand 


further demands a Christian governor 
for the disturbed provinces pending a 
complete settlement of the problem by 
the powers in joint conference. 


Imperial Troops Defeated. 


Constantinople, Aug. 28—The imper- 


ial troops sent from Adrainople to the 
Kirk Kilesse district have been defeat- 
ed by the insurgents.

Details Lacking. 


Washington, Aug. 28—In

sence of any specific information or of 
any of the details of the assassination 
of Vice Consul Magelssen, the state de- 
partment is at a loss to ascribe a mo- 
tive. The theory generally accepted is 
that he was slain by some Musselman 
criminal who possibly added a person- 
al grudge to the reward held out by his 
religion, a place in heaven, a harem, 
and the eternal smiles of Mahomed-— 
all this for the slaughter of one Chris- 
tian. 


Turks Hated Him. 


Berlin, Aug. 28—Authentic informa- 


tion received here states that Ameri- 
can Vice Consul Magelssen, who was 
murdered at Beirut excited the hatred 
of the Turks by his energetic protec- 
tion of American subjects of Armenian 
birth residing in the district of his 
consulate. He also unearthed a num- 
ber of Turkish outrages and bunted 
down the culprits.; He became a thorn 
in the side of the authorities. His as- 
sassination, according to the dispatch, 
was a political crime and was welcom- 
ed by 'officialdom.

man who hopes to beat Ilanna, said: 


"I have not any plans. I just 
got 


home from Columbus and must first 
arrange my business affairs in order 
to make m campaign. This comes un- 
expectedly to me, you see " 


"Arranged for headquarters yet?" 
"Why, man," replied the candidate, 


looking up in astonishment, "I have 
only been nominated a few hours." 


"What part of Ohio do you expect 


to cover during the campaign?" 


"I shall try to cover the entire state 


particularly the close districts." 


"How do you 
consider Hamilton 


county?" 


"I haven't considered Hamilton at 


all." 


Clarko was asked whether he ex- 


pected to spend much of his time with 
Mayor Johnson, and he replied: 


"I shall be with him a groat deal 


during the campaign. Mr. Johnson is 
my. friend, and I am his, and I intend 
to support him to the full extent of 
my ability." 


"Expect to follow your antagonist's

Clarke is a bachelor and occupies a 


suite in the University Club, of whlcn 
he is president.

The affidavit on which Nichols 'was 
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dan chief of police and charges Nichols 
with shooting Edward Stine, with in- 
tent to kill on August 25. 


Prosecutor James R. Fitzgibbon had' 


charge of the case for the state, while 
Frank A. Bolton was assigned to look 
after the interests of the prisoner. 


Nichols was brought into court, 


handcuffed to Chief Sheridan, and took 
a seat to the sHa pt &fe Mayor, ;• 
while awaiting lor" the arrival of Mr.

Mayor Crilly read the affidavit to 


Nichols and asked him if he

He replied in 
a voice hardly above a whisper, "I 
have nothing whatever to say." This 
was equivalent to a plea of not guilty, 
but, such a Plea was formally entered 
by the prisoner's isounsel, Mr. Bolton. 


Frank Cain was the first wrtness 


sworn. He told of hearing shots and 
seeing Nichols run, and shoot hdra- 
self. He knew; both Nichols and 
Stine all their lives. Cain ie a clerk 
in Ruttledge Bros. Clothing store, 
near where the shooting occurred.

brought out nothing new. 


Richard Oonley was 'the next wit- 


ness. He heardr three shots and saw 
Nichols come out of the stairway point- 
ing a pistol toward himself and saw 
it discharged twice. He , said Stino 
never spoke a word after he got to him. 
Nothing new in the cross examination. 


Ex-Mayor C. C: Forry said he saw 


Nichols running along the South Side 
of the square, ami sawi him shoot 
toward the groumd. 


Andrew Utrevis saw Nichols shoot

The grand 
jury may then indict him for murier. 
in the first degree, just the same as if, 
Stine had died instantly after 
the 


shots were fired. It makes no differ- 
ence how long the victim lives after 
the assault, if death ensues from the 
wounds received at the hands of the 
assailant the latter as guilty of mui- > 
er 


There is a 
mistaken 
impression 


abroad on this matter, many people be- \ 
lieving that death must ensue within 
a certain number of hours before murd- \ 
er can be charged. 


The Mayor in this case is simply au
